York. July 30.—Gifford 
Pin- 
cbot. form er chief forester under Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, took place on the list 
of possible candidates for the Repub­ 
lican nom ination for governor of New 
York, and Colonel Roosevelt was ask* 
ed to support his candidacy. 
Although the ex-president is care­ 
fully suppressing everything which In 
any way resem bles au outspoken de­ 
claration in favor of any candidate, 
and 
although he has 
been issuing 
statm e n ts to th a t effect of late, lie 
showed great interest in this latest 
boom, and it is believed that he does 
not look unkindly ou it. 
Dr. Sam uel McCune Lindsay, former 
com m issioner of education of Porto 
Rico, and now a professor of Col ti rn 
bia university, Is the man who launch­ 
ed the new boom. Ile had a long and 
confidential talk with C o b ^ f l l o o s c 
velt and left with the air ut a man 
well pleased with the turn things had 
taken. 
Dr. Lindsay 
explained 
that, 
al­ 
though Mr. Pinchot bas often been ate 
sent from New York state in recent 
years, he has always retained his l^g.i] 
residence in this city. and has regu­ 
larly voted here. 
The fact that be was talked of at 
one tim e as a possible candidate for 
governor of Pennsylvania was based. 
Dr 
Lindsay aaid. on the false idea 
that Mr. P lnchot’s legal residence was ; 
at Milford. Pa., where he has a coun­ 
try place. 
Dr. Lindsay Is a close friend of both 
Colonel Roosevelt and 
Mr 
Pinchot 
In common with other friends, he has 
been working quietly on the Rim hot j 
boom for some time, and first suggest 
ed to Mr. Pinchot himself the possi­ 
bility th a t he might run. No definite 
answer, he said, was received. 
Colonel Roosevelt was told that. In 
the opinion of Mr. P inchot’s friends, j 
he could draw support from the sam e 
sources 
which had given power t o j 
Governor H ughes in past cam paigns. 1 
Mr. Pinchot is represented as in tyro-1 
pathy with the general trend of the j 
Hughe* progressive policy, and it is 
pointed out that, since he has an am ­ 
ple private fortune, he would be able 
to m eet the expenses which the office 
entails, a consideration 
said 
to 
be 
largely responsible for the derision of 
William Loeb, Jr., collector of the port 
of New York, not to become a candi­ 
date for the nomination. 
Dr. Lindsay defined Gifford Pinchot 
as an insurgent 
with a difference. 
“ Mr. Pinchot.” he said. 
'Is an insur­ 
gent so far as conservation goes. and 
presum ably his sym pathies lie with 
the insurgents on other questions, but 
be cannot be classed as a full fledged 
insurgent. He la a progressive. 
’The 
personal 
relations 
between 
President Taft and Mr. Pinchot have 
alwavs been pleasant and they were

Interrupted by their differences 
over the conduct of the Interior de­ 
partm ent.

— A far­ 
reaching case. which will test the legal 
rights of Catholic bishops and arch­ 
bishops lo control the finances and 
property of the Catholic church, ia be­ 
ing teated here in a case before Judge 
Brumm, the 
hearing of 
which will 
likely last several weeks. 
It is a suit In equity 
brought by 
Archbishop Ryan and Rev. A. J. Ka­ 
minski against William Dunzila and a 
score of others, acting as a com m ittee 
of St. George's Litbuanion church, of 
Shenandoah. 
The archbishop claims th a t he has 
full, c-on.nlete and final authority in 
the conduct of the church and that it 
is the duty of the congregation to obey 
him and that he is also the owner of 
m e church property. 
The archbishop charges th a t the de­ 
fendants have illegally and In violation 
of the laws of the church, undertaken, 
through a committee, to control the 
affairs of the church in defiance of the 
directions of the priest: that they have 
illegally taken up collectlona, leased 
the church basement and undertook 
to run the cemetery. 
An injunction is therefore naked to 
prevent this interference. 
The answ er of the respondents Is a 
denial that th e archbishop is the own­ 
er of the church, although the deeds 
are in his name. It is contended that 
he is only the trustee for the congre 
cation and that all the funds are paid 
by tho congregation and th a t the arch­ 
bishop is not the owner in bis own 
right. 
It is contended that th* priest has 
no right to demand the custody of the 
collections, but that this money should 
properly go to the trea su rer of the 
congregation.
